J have the honour, in continuation of the Australasian Statistics published 
in previous years, to forward similar tables for the year 1892. 


2. A preliminary summary of these statistics, containing the leading particulars 
embodied in the tables, was forwarded to the Government Printer on the sth 
September, and was published in the succeeding issue of the Government Gazette. 


3. The following tables, in their main features, are identical as to form with 
those published last year. Two columns, however, which appeared to be somewhat 
misleading, have on the present occasion been omitted from the return of railways 


(Table X.). 


4. No return has been received from Fiji this year, but some particulars which 
have been gathered from such official documents as were at hand have been inserted 
in the table for that colony (Appendix A). The information, however, is far from 
complete. 


5. The table relating to New Guinea (Appendix B) now contains particulars 
for four years. 

6. This being the twentieth issue of the Australasian Statistics, the folding 
sheet at the commencement now contains a summary of the items relating to each 
colony from 1873 to 1892. 

7. Much difficulty, as well as frequent references back for more reliable 
particulars, is experienced in obtaining correct statements of the extent of alienated 
land in some of the colonies, it being not unusual for a smaller area to be returned as 


alienated than had been so returned in the preceding year. In this respect the 
information given in Table XIII. (Crown Lands Alienated and in process of Alienation) 


is the reverse of satisfactory. 


8. The statistics now presented will, as on previous occasions, be quoted and 
commented upon in the Victorian Year-Book and other publications issued by the 


Government Statist.

No attempt was made at the 
census of 1891 to estimate the number of Aborigines in Queensland ; in 1881 they were estimated at about 20,600,
